Pſalm, 144. X. 


1T 18 HE, THAT GIVETH SALVATION UN TO KINGS, 


WHO DELIVERETH DAVID HIS SERVANT FROM THE 
HURTFUL SWORD. 
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Tir events, which have occaſioned our meet- 
ing together within theſe hallowed walls this day, 
are of ſo public a nature, and of ſo recent a date; 
are ſo commonly known, and have been ſo gene- 
rally celebrated in town and village by the accuſ- 
tomed demonſtrations of national Joy, that words 
would be loſt, and time be miſpent, in recounting 
and deſcribing them; in recounting and deſcrib- 
ing thoſe various and illuſtrious Victories, which, 
year after year, have attended the Britiſh arms by 


Tea, and given additional luſtre and celebrity to 
our naval Fame. 
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Let thoſe, who conſider theſe public effuſions ot 
joy, as due to our country, to our defenders, to 
our King, remember, that there is a higher duty 
to be diſcharged, and a more ſolemn ſervice to be 
paid, to our GOD. It is HE that giveth ſalva- 
tion ” and victory unto Kings — it is HE, who 


hath delivered“ OUR King, * HIS ſervant, 


from the hurtful ſword.” Therefore are we this 
day called together into HIS temple to render unto 
HIM our thanks and praiſe for HIS mercy io our 
ſovereign, to our country, to ourſelves, We are 
invited to rejoice before the LORD, not that we 
have ſlain thouſands of our enemies, and drenched 
their ſhips with their blood — no — far be ſuch a 
ſentiment from the hearts of CHRISTIANS! far 
be ſuch an offering from the temple of our GOD ! 
No — happier, infinitely happier ſhould we have 
been, if it had pleaſed the LORD to give us the 
victory without ſhedding one drop of hoſtile blood, 
without ſtriking one ſingle blow. The recollection 
of our ſlaughtered foes muſt needs imbitter our 


moſt joyous moments, and mix our * cup of 


thankſgiving” with tears. We rejoice not, then 
in THEIR DESTRUCTION, but in OUR DE- 
LIVERANCE — we rejoice, that, when one or 
the other was ordained to fall, WE, unworthy 
WE, were preſerved alive. And ſurely, great 
cauſe have we for thankſgiving ; great reaſon for 
gratitude and joy. For, what is the object of our 

enemies ?

enemies? what is their avowed and acknowledged 
deſign ? Hear the language of Sennacherib of old 
againſt Judea, and ye will hear theirs againft vs. 
'The ſame are their daring views, the ſame their 
inſolence, and their threats the ſame. ** By the 
multitude of my chariots,” ſaid the proud Aſſyrian 
monarch, vill I come up to the heiglit of thy 
mountains,” O Judea, to the ſides of Lebanon; 
and I will cut down the tall cedars thereof and the 
choice fir-trees thereof; I will © bind thy Princes 
with chains, and thy nobles and mighty men with 
fetters of iron.” ** I will enter into the heights of 
thy border, and the foreſt of thy Carmel;” I 
will take poſſeſſion of the principal parts of thy 
dominions ; Mount Sion ſhall be my prey; the 
plunder of Jeruſalem ſhall reward my toil. I have 
marched through deſerts, where my army expect- 
ed to periſh for thirſt; yet even there have I 
digged, and drunk water; and. with the ſole of 
my feet dried up all the rivers of beſieged places,” 
turning their ſtreams into another channel, and 
cauſing my viQorious ſoldiers to paſs through as 
on dry land. Nothing hath been able to oppoſe 
my progreſs xxr, neither thall any thing now be 
able to deliver my enemy out of my hand.” 


Thus vaunted Sennacherib of old : — and what 
faith FRANCE at the preſent day ? _ I will in- 


vade thee, O England, in ſpite of thy proud navy, 
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in.ſpite of thy ſea-girt ſhore. I will climb. thy 
rocks, pour my unnumbered legions over all thy 
coaſts, and penetrate to the very ſeat and centre of 


all thy pride and power. London ſhall be mine — 


there will I erect my tri-coloured banner, and de- 
ſtroy at a blow all thoſe who have dared to raiſe 
the Britiſh flag againſt it. Thy Government ſhall 
fall —thy throne ſhall be overturned — titles and 
honours, ſhall be no more. From thy Noble's 
breaſt I will tear the glittering ſtar, - ſnatch the 
mitre from thy Prelate's head, and pluck the coro- 
net from thy Prince's brow. All thy boaſted poſ- 
ſeſſions and wealth, thy flocks, and herds, and 
various grain, the fruits of thy induſtry, and the 
produce of thy fertile fields, all, all will I ſeize for 
mine own uſe, and for the reward of my needy 
children.“ To them, that have not ſhall abun- 
dance be given; and from him, whoever he be, that 
hath, ſhall the uttermoſt farthing be taken away.“ 
* Behold, thou haſt heard what FRANCE hath done 
to all lands, by deſtroying them utterly ; and ſhalt 
THOU be delivered ? Where are the ſovereigns 
of Germany and Spain, of Italy, Portugal, Sardi- 
nia and Holland? Have they not all either ſub- 
mitted to my ſceptre and courted my alliance, or 
been ſtript of their honours, and driven from 
their thrones? Yes — and THOU, O England, 
ſhalt ſhare the ſame fate. I, who have ſo eaſily 
ſubdued ſo many and ſo mighty Nations, wrought 

| ſo

ſo many wonders in the earth, and aſtoniſhed 
trembling world by my victories, will as eaſily 
ſubdue and conquer THEE. On Britiſh ſoil will 
I humble Britiſh pride, and upon the banks of the 
Thames dictate laws and diſpenſe liberties to an 
_ oppreſſed and enſlaved people.” 

From ſuch laws and ſuch liberties may Englhifh- 
men ever be defended! the day, that would give 
them to us, would, in all probability, behold the 
downfall of our Conſtitution, the loſs of our inde- 
pendence, the plunder of our property, the viola- 
tion of female honour, the overthrow of our reli- 
gion, the murder of thouſands, and the aſſaſſination 
of our King! The peacefub huſbandman would 
in an hour be ſtript of all, which the hard labour 
of many years had acquired ; and the loweſt pea- 
ſant, who retained the ſmalleſt particle of affection 
tor his ſovereign, his religion, or his native land, 
would be compelled to give his lender pittance to 
the hungry ſoldier, or prepare to ſurrender, all 
which he poſſeſſed beſides, his life! Under the 
name of liberty, we ſhould be the moſt abject of 
flaves — ſlaves to republican deſpotiſm, and the 
infolence of a triumphant mob. The ſun of Eng- 
land would ſet for-ever ; and She, who has fo long 
poſſeſſed the dominion of the ſeas, would perhaps 
become tributary to her enemy, and be brought into 
tubjeQion to an uſurped foreign power. Go, aſk 
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in FRANCE, what horrors theſe revolutionizing 


ruffians have accompliſhed r1uERE; and then be- 


think yourſelves whether, inveterate as is their 
enmity to England, and ſtrong as is their thirſt for 
our blood ; urged on as they are by the moſt deſ- 
perate circumſtances at home, and animated by 
the moſt lively hopes of pillage and plunder uE; 
they would deal more gently with vs, and be 
more ſparing of our treaſures, our religion, our 
monarchy, or our lives. Their deeds in FRANCE 
are written in blood: and in the ſame dreadful 
characters would their actions be recorded HERE 
alſo, if once they were permitted to ſucceed. But 
often as we have forſaken the LORD, the LORD 
hath not yet totally forſaken vs, but {till is pleaſed 
to fight on our ſide. Let the events, which this 
day is intended to commemorate, ſuffice to juſtify 
this aſſertion. Surely it is the LORD's doing,” 
that we have been ſo often preſerved ; that we 
have met, and fought, and conquered, a mighty 
enemy, at one time warring with nearly twice our 
number of {hips and men; and again and again 
defeated their daring deſigns againſt this favoured 
land. Surely © it is the LORD, who hath given 
Salvation, and Victory unto our King! — ſurely 
it is the LORD, who hath delivered HIS a- 
vointed fervant from the“ fierce invader's ** ſword.” 


Iimpreſſed with this. conviction, our beloved So- 
vereign 
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vereign this day offers again to GOD in HIS 
temple the banners, which, torn from the ene- 
my's hands, from GOD he has received; and 
calls on all his ſubjects to unite with him in hum- 
ble praiſe and adoration of nis and OUR MASTER © 
in Heaven, the LORD GOD OMNIPOTENT, 
KING of KINGS and LORD of LORDS. The 
call we have obeyed — and from every quarter of 
the Kingdom the voice of praiſe and thankſgiving 
is aſcending to the celeſtial throne. O! may it 
be heard with favour and acceptance there ! that, 
through the prevailing IN'TERCESSION of our 
great HIGH PRIEST, the LORD may ſtill be 
gracious to our land, and crown with future ble 
fings our gratitude for the paſt! * The LORD is 
a man of war: the LORD JEHOVAH, the 
LORD ALMIGHTY is his name. If HE be 
for us, none can be againſt us: but if HE be 
againſt us, our doom Is fixed, and England's 
glory is no more. However, then, ſome, who 

know not GOD, may ** put their truſt in cha- 
riots, and ſome in horſes, let us remember only the 
LORD our GOD;” that GOD, to whom it is 
not more eaſy to ſave with many than with a few: 
before whoſe ſingle arm whole hofts ſhall be diſ- 
comfited, and millions ſhall become weak and 
timid as one man; under whoſe banner a ſtripling 
David ſhall conquer a Goliah, and England, un- 
aſſiſted by any earthly power, ſhall ranquith all 
her 
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her confederate foes. By HIM we have hitherto 
conquered ; and, if ſtill, through the arrogance 
and ambition of the enemy, the ſword muſt be 


unſheathed, and the blood of friends and foes 
again muſt flow, by HIM we humbly hope to 


conquer ftill. 


O! might we but gain one other VICTORY, 
that I could name, the peace and proſperity of our 
beloved Country would be inſured ; or, at leaſt, 


her afflictions would be ſanctified to her, and our 


diſtreſſes would work together for our good. Ye 


know little of the point, wherein our ſafety conſiſts, 


if ye know not the VICTORY, to which I 
allude; VICTORY over the WORLD, the 
FLESH, and the DEVIL; VICTORY over 
all the powers of ſin and darkneſs; VICTORY 
over DEATH and HELL! This is the true tri- 
umph of a CHRISTIAN : this is the VICTORY, 
whereunto he is called. Hence, the life of every 
true diſciple of JESUS CHRIST is deſcribed in 
the ſcriptures as a ſlate of perpetual warfare ; he 
himſelf is denominated a ſoldier, and his whole 
employment is fighting. In baptiſm, when he 
gives up his name to CHRIST, he enliſts under 
HIS banner, promiſes to fight all HIS battles, 
and acknowledges HIM ** the” great Captain 


of his ſalvation: and he is therefore afterwards 
exhorted in the word of GOD, to fight the 
good 
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good fight of faith, to endure hardneſs as a good 
ſoldier of CHRIST, to war a good warfare,” 
and to endeavour to pleaſe HIM, who hath 
choſen him ” to ſo honourable a profeſſion. SIN 
is the great enemy he hath to encounter; for, SIN 
is his Captain's greateſt foe. Twas SIN, that 
brought the SON of GOD down from heaven, 
and nailed HIM to the croſs; 'twas SIN that 
pierced HIS ſacred fide, and took away HIS pre- 
cious life. Tis SIN, that, if not conquered, will 
drag us down alſo from heaven to hell; will 
++ pierce us through with a thouſand ſorrows” in 
this world; plant our dying pillow with thorns, 
when we are departing out of it; and in the world 
to come plunge us into an eternity of woes. 


O] think upon the ſufferings, which our dear 
REDEEMING LORD endured for OUR ſakes, 
and let our love take fire at the thought. Let a 
thankful ſenſe of ſuch tranſcendent mercy animate 
us in the conflict, which we are called to ſuſtain 
with HIS and OUR adverſaries, and induce us 
to devote our ſouls and bodies to HIS ſervice for 
ever. What! do we think the warmeſt expreſſi- 
ons of gratitude too cold for thoſe brave men, who 
have fo nobly fought our battles, and, by the bleſ- 
ſing of our GOD, delivered us from our foes ? — 
and do we feel no affection, or are we aſha ed of 


_ expreſſing 
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gupreſſing our love, to that kind IMMANUEL, 
who hath ſuffered ſo much and bled ſo freely for 
our Salvation; who hath delivered us, (if we do 
indeed belong to HIM, ) from fin in this world 
and eternal ſorrow in the next; who hath plucked 
us from the brink of hell, and won for us all the 
glories of heaven? Shall we cleave to HIS ene- 
mies, and nouriſh thoſe, who murdered him? O 
ſhame! ſhame! Surely this is not the ſpirit of a 
CHRISTIAN; ſurely, this is not the treatment, 
which our LORD deſerves. If we are the true 
and faithful ſoldiers of JESUS CHRIST, we 
ſhall entertain ſo generous a friendſhip for our di- 
vine leader, that we ſhall eſteem HIS friends and 
foes our own; we {hall own no intereſt ſeparate 
from HIS; we ſhall cheerfuliy take the field at 


HIS command, follow HIM in every hardſhip 
and in every danger, and determine to ſtand or 


fall, to live. or dic together. HIS banner is 
love; and wherever we ſee it raiſed, we ſhall fly 
to it with the lightning's ſpeed, vindicate our in- 


ſulted Sovereign's honour at the hazard of our 


lives, and crucify that world and thoſe fins, which 
crucified HIM. Indeed, theſe are enemies, on 
whoſe deſtruction our own exiſtence depends; we 


muſt not, cannot ſpeak to them of peace; we 


muſt not even hold a parley with them. It muſt 
be a war unto death. WE muſt either kill our 
enemy, 
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enemy, or our enemy will aſſuredly kill us. Nat 


a moment ſhould we ſuſpend hoſtilities; but ever 


have our armour on, and either ſtrike, or ward, a 


plow. All other enemies we may be reconciled to, 


we may pity, we may love : but theſe are ene- 
mies, whom we muſt purſue with increaſing ran- 


cour every day, and encounter with unabated ar- 
dor, till our life is ended, and our warfare is 


accompliſhed :” enemies, whom it is guilt to 
give quarter to, to pity, or to ſpare. O! did 
we but love GOD in any meaſure ſuitable to 
HIS great love to us, and hate the Devil with 
half the hatred we often manifeſt towards a frail, 
offending brother, we ſhould diſcharge the great 
duties of our high and honourable calling much 
better than we do, and- act in a manner more a- 
greeable to the profeſſion we have embraced. 


For the expreſs purpoſe of rouſing us to this holy 
combat, of preparing us for this neceſſary and im- 
portant battle againſt our spI RITTAL enemies, the 


LORD hath armed our AR THIY foes againſt us. 


To chaſtiſe us for our paſt offences, and make us 
more wary and circumſpect, more faithful and god- 
ly for the time to come, FRANCE hath thus long 
been permitted to diſtreſs and to alarm us. O 
could we conquer our fins, we ſhould eaſily con- 
quer HER. We ſhould prove to all the world, 


dow eaſy it is for one faint to vanquiſh a thouſand 


ſinners,

finners, and for England, at peace with GOD 
through the reconciling blood of JESUS, to ſub- 
due all the confederate powers, that are in arms 
againſt her. Secure under the ſhadow of GOD's 
almighty wings, we might return to FRANCE 
the anſwer, which the Prophet returned to Iſrael's 
inſulting foe.* © The virgin, the daughter of 
Zion hath deſpiſed thee and laughed thee to ſcorn ; 
the daughter of Jeruſalem hath ſhaken her head at 
thee.” * Talk no more ſo exceeding proudly ;” 
no longer boaſt of thy former con q ueſts and power. 
« Haſt thou not heard long ago, how that it is the 
LORD who hath done it,” who hath ſtrengthened 
* thine hands to war and thy fingers to fight, ” 
and brought it to paſs, that thou ſhouldeſt be to 
lay waſte defenced cities into ruinous heaps? 
THEREFORE were their inhabitants of ſmall power; 
they were diſmayed and confounded.” Becauſe 
of their ſuperſtition and idolatry, their iniquity 
and fin, hath the LORD given the Nations, whom 
thou haſt already conquered, into thine hands, 
They deſerved puniſhment, and HE raiſed thee 
up to inflict it upon them — ENGLAND too, by 
HIS appointment, hath felt thy ſcourge : but ſhe 
hath wiſely repented of her iniquities and forſaken 
| her ſins. Thy work, then, is accompliſhed ; and 
thy further attempts againſt her are ſo many rebel- 
lions againſt HIM. Wherefore * HE ſhall put 
Nis hook in thy noſe and his bridle in thy lips, and 
ſhall

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hall turn thee back by the way, by which thou 
cameſt — by the way thou cameſt, by the ſame 


ſhalt thou return, and ſhalt not come into this 
land. For HE ſhall defend this land to fave it, 
for his own ſake,” for the ſake of his religion, 


his ſaints, and his anointed ſervant, our King.“ 


But how ſhall we, poor worms of the earth, 
maintain the unequal combat not only with fleſh 
and blood,” with the corrupt paſſions, which war in 
our members, and the ſenſual, worldly affections, 


which ariſe in our hearts, but with principalities, 
with powers, with the rulers of the darkneſs of this 
world, with ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places”? 
Who will ſtrengthen us in the hour of battle? — who 
will give us the victory over theſe mighty, theſe for- 
midable Foes? Hear what the text ſaith; **It is the 
LORD, who giveth ſalvation and victory unto 
Kings, and ſaveth David His Servant from the 
hurtful ſword.” Let the Saints of GOD apply this 
ſaying to themſelves; for, to them it eminently be- 
longs. When the LORD ſpeaketh of Kings, HE 
ſpeaketh of ruEM, as well as of the ſceptered Sove- 
_ reigns of the earth; and David's bleſſings may be 


expected by all, who imitate David's piety and 


faith. HE, who is © the Prince of the Kings of 
the earth, hath made vs x1ncs,” ſaith Saint John: * 
and, faith Saint Peter, T Ne, O CHRISTI-

ANS, * are a ROYAL Prieſthood. ' Thrones 


are prepared for you in heaven; and ſo certain are 
ye of ſitting on them in majeſty and glory, that 
ye may even now anticipate the event, and aſſume 
the royal title while ye tarry here below. And, 
doth not the text ſay well, when it ſaith, that .it 
is the LORD alone that giveth {ſalvation unto 
ruksr his Kings, and that delivereth Tazss his 
anointed ſervants from fin and fatan's hurtful 
ſword?” Ts it not true in a ſpiritual, as well as in 
a literal ſenſe, that, although the horſe is pre- 
pared againſt the day of battle, yet ſafety, ſalva- 
tion, and victory are only of the LORD?“ Hear 
what the Goſpel ſaith ; © this is the VICTORY, 
that overcometh the world,” and we may add, 
this is the VICTORY, that overcometh the fleſh 
and the devil too, even our faith.” But, faith 
another ſcripture, ** faith is not your own, it is 
the gift of GOD.” And, © without wx, ” faith 
CHRIST, ye can do nothing;” ye can neither 
at, nor ſpeak, nor think aright. Whenever, 
therefore any ſpiritual adverſary from without in- 
vades our fouls, or our own turbulent paſſions, as 
ſo many rebellious ſubjects, rife againſt us, and 
kindle the flames of war within our breaſts; let us 
look to the everlaſting hills, from whence com- 
eth our help,” and ſay with pious David, I 
will not truſt in my bow, it is not my ſword that

own ſtrength for VICTORY ; but it is THOU,

Thus * going forth in the Py” of the 
LORD GOD, and making mention of his righ- 


teouſneſs, even of his only,” we need ** not fear 
what men,” or devils * can do unto us — for 
the LORD will fight on our fide, and give us the 
VICTORY over our crafty and malicious foe: 
Lo! This is a © ſalvation,“ this is a VICTORY, 
worthy the ambition of a King; a VICTO- 
RY, which will fecure our immortal happineſs, 
and raiſe us to the higheſt conceivable ſumtmmit bf 
glory; to glory, that ſhall never be tarniſhed, and 
to a happineſs, that hall never come to an tend, 
He, that thus conquers is a conqueror indeed : he, 
that thus triumphs, will triumph for ever. Bet- 
ter” and more glotious *©* is he, who” hath grace 
given him to * rule his own ſpirit, than he that 
taketh a city,” and he that hath dominion over 
his own deceitful heart, than he who obtains the 
dominion of the whole world.

lives for. ever. He gains an empire boundleſs in

as far ſurpaſſing any earthly diadem in luſtre, as 
the feeble light of the glow-worm i is {ſurpaſſed by 
the ſplendour and effulgence of the unclouded 


meridian ſun. O; may our, King” have Tas 
9555 falvation ” granted him, and he will have cauſe 
to rejoice indeed. The day will THEN, come, when, 
with a triumph, infinitely more glorious, and de- 


votion more ardent and pure, than he has this oy 
entered GOD's temple on earth, he will enter 

temple. not made with hands, eternal in the wa 
vens; and THERE, amidſt thouſands and ten
